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THE  PRESIDENT'S 
MESSAGE 

The  Citadel  Young  Men's  Christian  Asso- 
ciation was  organized  in  1886.  Since  that 
date  it  has  sometimes  languished,  sometimes 
flourished ;  but,  however  strong  or  weiak  it 
may  have  been  as  an  organization,  it  Las 
always  been  an  influence  for  ^^ood,  an  or- 
ganization whose  chief  purpose  is  the  promo* 
tion  of  the  welfare  of,  and  the  strengthening 
of  Christian  character  among  the  cadets. 

Aim 

Our  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  here  to  serve  you.  The 
Citadel  Y.  M.  C.  A,  is  an  organization,  <  of 
students,  for  students  and  by  students.  .The 
College  curriculum  emphasizes  mental  devel- 
opment ;  the  Athletic  Association  encourages 
physical  development;  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
stresses  spiritual  development.  The  Citadel 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association  strives  to 
unite  all  students  who  desire  to  strengthen 
their  spiritual  life,  and  to  influence  and 
train  them  for  daily  Christian  service. 

Scope 

The  activities  of  our  Y.  M.  C.  A.  are,  for 
the  most  part,  confined  to  work  within  The 
Citadel  itself.  Its  activities  within  The  Cita- 
del touch  all  phases  of  student  life.  However, 
during  the  past  year  our  work  has  not  been 
confined  entirely  to  The  Citadel,  particularly 
since  the  Anderson  Student  Volunteer  Con- 
ference in  February,  1921.  Since  the  Confer- 
ence, a  number  of  the  members  have  been 
speaking  in  the  various  churches  and  young 
people's  societies  of  the  city. 

Next  year  we  hope;  to  send  out  Gospel 
Teams  to  do  deputation  work  in  the  vari- 
ous High  Schools  and  communities  of  this 
part  of  the  state. 

The  Citadel  Y.  M.  C.  A.  has  grown  and 
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developed  to  such  an  extent  within  the  last 
tew  years  that  it  has  become  "one  of  the 
most  prominsnt  of  all  student  organiza- 
tions." 


Relation  to  the  City  Y.  M.  C.  A. 


The  Citadel  Y.  M.  C.  A.  was,  until  the 
present  year,  1921-22,  a  Department  of  the 
Charleston  City  Association,  but  it  has  now 
become  a  separate  organization.  The  City 
Association's  support  for  many  years  has  at 
last  so  developed  our  Association  that,  with 
the  cooperation  of  the  college  authorities,  we 
have  become  a  self-supporting  movement. 

It  should  b-  emphasized,  however,  that 
the  heartiest  spirit  of  cooperation  still  ex- 
ists between  the  two  Associations.  A  special 
student  membership  fee  of  $3.00  for  the 
scholastic  year  gives  a  cadet  full  access  to 
the  City's  Association's  gymnasium,  tennis 
courts,  reading  room,  shower  baths,  swim- 
ming pool,  et  cetera.  The  City  Association  is 
located  at  26  George  street,  only  one  block 
from  the  **01d"  Citadel.  Every  cadet  is  urg- 
ed to  become  a  member  of  the  City  Asso- 
ciation. 

(NOTE:  Do  not  confuse  the  fee  for  joining 
the  City  Association  with  the  College  Asbo- 
ciation  fee  of  $3.00,  which  is  required  of  ail 
students  matriculating.)

Religious  Meetings 

As  only  members  of  the  Senior  Class,  and 
they  only  after  the  first  week  in  December, 
have  leave  on  Sunday  nights,  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
holds  a  devotional  meeting  each  Sunday 
night  in  Chapel.  The  Association  secures 
prominent  clergymen,  professional  and  busi- 
ness men,  both  from  the  city  and  from  re- 
ligious, secular  and  educational  institutions 
to  speak  at  these  meetings.  These  speakers 
bring  us  messages  of  practical  value  on  the 
problems  challenging  every  thinking  student 
of  the  present  day. 

The  Student  Volunteer  Band 


The  Citadel  sent  four  delegates  to  the  In- 
ternational Student  Volunteer  Conference  in 
Des  Moines,  Iowa,  during  the  Christmas 
Holidays  of  1919.  Largely  as  a  result  of  this 
a  Band  was  organized  early  in  1920  with 
two  members:  Vernon  A.  Crawford,  '20, 
and  Philip  J.  McLean,  '21.  Since  then  two 
others,  Ralph  M.  Lyon,  '23,  and  Norman  E. 
Yongue,  '24,  have  become  Volunteers,  having 
signed  the  Student  Volunteer  Declaration.  "It 
is  my  purpose,  if  God  permit,  to  become  a 
Foreign  Missionary." 

Since  its  organization,  the  Volunteer  Band, 
in  cooperation  with  our  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  has 
striven  to  arouse  interest  in  Missions  and 
consideration  of  the  Christian  callings  as  h 
life  work.  Missionary  literature  has  boen 
placed  in  the  hands  of  those  interested,  and 
a  number  of  returned  missionaries  have  jkI- 
dressed  special  groups  and  Y.  M,  C.  S. 
meetings.    Delegations    have    been    sent  to 
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W.  H.  McCORKLE,  Vice  President 
Citadel  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
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the  State  Conferences  of  the  Student  Volun- 
teer Union  and  the  inspiration  received  by 
those  who  attended  has  been  felt  by  the  entire 
student  body. 

The  "Morning  Watch" 

The  Morning  Watch  is  one  of  the  products 
of  the  Anderson  Student  Volunteer  Confer- 
ence. Every  morning,  immediately  after 
Reveille,  a  large  class  room,  adjacent  to  the 
"quadrangle,"  vs^here  the  companies  form  at 
Reveille,  is  almost  filled  with  cadets  who 
meet  together  for  a  few  minutes  Bible  Study 
and  Prayer.  Each  cadet  in  alternation  acts 
as  a  leader  for  one  morning,  reading  a 
Scriptual  passage  and  leading  in  prayer, 
while  many  others  present  join  in  with 
"sentence"  prayers.  We  trust  and  believe 
that  the  results  of  the  Morning  Watch  have 
benefitted  not  only  those  cadets  who  attend 
the  meetings  each  morning  but  all  those 
with  whom  these  cadets  come  in  contact. 

Bible  Classes 

As  no  Bible  instruction  is  included  in  the 
curriculum  the  Student  Y.  M.  C.  A.  offers 
various  courses  in  Bible  Study  and  related 
subjects,  the  'classes  meeting  weekly.  In  gen- 
eral as  it'  is  intended  that  these  various 
classes  be  discussion  groups,  the  leader,  in 
order  to  stimulate  the  men  to  think  for 
themselves,  takes  as  little  part  in  the  discus- 
sion during  the  meeting  as  possible.  The 
purpose  of  the  Bible  Classes  is  to  fit  men 
for  life  by  giving  them  a  better  conception 
of  their  relationship  to  God,  their  fellow  men, 
and  their  work. 

Evangelistic  Campaign 

The  past  year  was  the  second  time  that  an 
Evangelistic  Campaign  has  been  held  at  the 
Citadel.  From  February  ll-13th.  Dr.  W.  D. 
Weatherford,  President  of  the  Southern  Col- 
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lege  of  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  at  Nashville,  Tenn., 
conducted  an  Evangelistic  meeting  in  the 
college,  which  was  very  effective  in  reviving 
the  religious  spirit  among  the  cadets.  Just 
previous  to  this  campaign  a  Financial  Cam- 
paign was  launched  by  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  for 
famine  suffefers  in  China,  Relief  Work  in 
the  Near  East,  Foreign  and  Home  Missions, 
et  cetera. 

Conferences 

The  Citadel  is  well  represented  at  all  the 
religious  conferences  by  the  colleges  of  the 
State. 

We  were  represented  at  the  1921  Student 
Volunteer  Conference,  which  met  at  Ander- 
son College,  Anderson,  S.  C,  by  twelve  dele- 
gates: Cadets  Barron,  Clark,  H.,  Evarts, 
Ford  R.,  Fortson,  Harvin  A.,  Heckle,  Hamp- 
ton, Kitchings,  Lyon,  McLean,  and  the 
Secretary,  V.  A.  Crawford.  This  conference 
meant  more  to  The  Citadel  from  a  religious 
standpoint,  than  any  other  has  in  a  long 
time.  Four  students  represented  The  Citadel 
at  the  Slutlent  Officers'  Training  Confer- 
ence of  fhe  \.  M.  C.  A.  in  Columbia,  S.  C, 
March  18-19.  They  were:  F.  R.  McAlister, 
President:  W.  H.  McCorkle,  Jr.,  First  Vice 
Pr  sident ;  J.  i).  Salmon,  Second  Vice  Presi- 
dent, and  B.  R.*  Fuller,  Recorder. 

Blue  Ridge 

The  annual  Southern  Student  Conference 
of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  held  under  the  general 
supervision  of  the  International  Committee  of 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  in  cooperation  with  the 
State  Committees  of  all  the  Southern 
States.  The  Conference  meets  on  the  magnifi- 
cent grounds  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Association, 
situated  fifteen  miles  east  of  Asheville,  N.  C. 
The  grounds  include  1,351  acres,  36  build- 
ings, an  auditorium  seating  800,  swimming 
pool,  baseball  grounds,  tennis  courts,  et  ce"-- 
era.    The   scenery   of   Blue   Ridge   is  unsur- 
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VERNON  A.  CRAWFORD, 
The  Citadel  '20, 
Student  Secretary  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
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passed  by  any  in  the  Southland,  for  the 
conference  ground  is  situated  in  the  very 
heart  of  the  Blue  Ridge  mountains,  a  section 
fittingly  called,  "The  Switzerland  of  Amer- 
ica." 

The  Conference,  lasting  ten  days,  is  divid- 
ed somewhat  as  follows:  Forenoons  are  given 
to  Bible  and  Mission  Study,  'platforra  ad- 
dresses, and  Association  confereiices.  The 
afternoons  are  given  over  entirely  to  athletics 
mou.vtain  climbing  and  short  hikos.  AHer 
supper  a  life's  work  address  is  in  order. 

It  is  a  rare  privilege,  indeed,  which  a  stu- 
dent who  goes  to  Blue  Ridge  enjoys,  that  of 
meeting  hundreds  of  the  leading  students 
from  practically  all  Southern  colleges,  as  well 
as  some  of  the  greatest  Christian  leaders  of 
the  world.  It  is  expected  that  at  least  eight 
Citadel  delegates  will  attend  the  Blue  Ridge 
Conference  this  summer.  Next  year  we  hope 
this  number  will  at  least  be  quadrupled  for 
it  can  be  truly  said  that  no  Southern  college 
students  education  is  complete  until  he  has 
attended  at  least  one  Student  Conference  at 
glorious  Blue  Ridge.

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Honor  System  of  the  Corps  of  Cadets 
of  The  Citadel 

PREAMBLE 

We,  the  members  of  the  Corps  of  Cadets  of 
The  Citadel,  earnestly  d -^siring  to  develop  the 
honor  spirit  of  the  Corps  into  a  system  that 
will  fortify  the  strong  members  of  the  Corps, 
strengthen  the  weak  ones,  and  eliminate  any 
who  may  be  so  depraved  as  to  hold  in  disre- 
gard the  principles  of  truth  and  honor 
which  are  the  chief  glory  of  any  institution, 
and  which  we  are  determined  to  inculcate 
and  defend  as  the  most  treasured  possession 
of  the  student  body  of  The  Citadel,  do  ordain 
and  establish  this  honor  system  for  the  Corps 
of  Cadets  of  The  Citadel. 

PRINCIPLES 

1.  The  honor  spirit  of  the  Corps  of  Cadets 
of  The  Citadel  demands  of  every  cadet  that 
he  shall  be  an  honorable  gentleman,  and 
that  he  will  never,  while  a  member  of  the 
Corps,  be  guilty  of  an  act  reflecting  discredit 
upon  his  honor  and  integrity,  or  in  any  way 
countenance  such  an  act  by  a  fellow  cadet, 
or  allow  it  to  go  unpunished. 

2.  The  honor  spirit  of  the  Corps  further 
holds  that  it  is  the  duty  of  an  honorable  gen- 
tleman to  avoid,  as  far  as. possible,  even  the 
appearance  of  evil,  and  demands  that  every 
member  of  the  Corps  shall  exercise  the  great- 
est care  never  to  place  himself  in  a  position 
in  which  he  might  ba  suspected  of  dishonor- 
able conduct. 

RULES 

I.    Corps  Honor  Committee. 

1.  There  shall  be  a  Corps  honor  commit- 
^"-^  of  nin*»  members,  constituted  as  follows: 
Three  members  from  the  1st  class,  and  two 
members  from  each  of  the  other  classes.  For 
each  member  of  the  committee  there  shall  be 
a  substitute,  and  the  substitute  for  a  mem- 
ber shall  belong  to  the  same  class   as  the 
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member,  and  shall  take  the  member's  place 
at  all  meetings  which  he  cannot  attend,  and 
in  the  event  of  the  removal  of  a  member 
from  the  committee,  shall  succeed  to  his 
place  on  the  committee. 

2.  The  members  of  the  committee  and 
their  substitutes,  to  serve  during  the  en- 
suing year  (except  ones  from  the  4th  class) 
shall  be  elected  by  the  1st  class  on  the  morn- 
ing of  its  graduation,  and  the  names  of  those 
so  elected  shall  be  announced  at  the  gradu- 
ating exercises. 

3.  The  members  and  substitutes  shall, 
acting  jointly,  choose  the  members  from  the 
4th  class  (as  soon  as  practicable)  after  the 
opening  of  the  new  session. 

4.  In  case  the  position  of  a  substitute  be- 
comes vacant  by  the  substitute's  succeeding 
to  the  position  of  member,  or  otherwise,  the 
members  and  remaining  substitutes  shall,  act- 
ing jointly,  choose  another  substitute  from 
the  class  in  which  the  vacancy  exists. 

5.  Immediately  after  any  election  each 
newly  elected  member  and  substitute  shall 
be  installed  in  office  by  taking  the  following 
obligation  in  the  presence  of  old  members 
and  substitutes:  "I,  John  Doe,  of  my  own 
free  will  and  accord,  do  hereby,  in  the  pres- 
ence of  God  and  this  honorable  body,  sin- 
cerely promise  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the 
office  into  which  I  am  now  inducted  to  the 
best  of  my  knowledge  and  ability,  and  I 
solemnly  engage  to  be  faithful  to  the  trust 
reposed  in  me  so  far  as  it  lies  in  my  power 
to  do  so." 

6.  Members  and  substitutes  shall  hold  of- 
fice until  their  successors  have  been  duly 
chosen  and  installed. 

7.  The  committee  shall  elect  from  its 
members  a  chairman  and  a  secretary,  who 
shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  have 
been  duly  chosen. 

II.  Duties  of  Corps  Honor  Committee. 
1.    The    Corps     Honor     Committee  shall 
make  a  thorough  investigation  of  all  alleged 
violations    of   the   honor   code   of    the  corps. 
Convictions  by  the   committee     shall     be  by 
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two-thirds  vote ;  other  findings  or  decisions  ^ 
shall  be  by  majority  vote.  ' 

2.  The  committee  shall  interpret  the  honor 
code  and  rules  whenever  called  upon  to  do 
so  and  shall  see  that  the  Superintendent  is 
duly  informed  of  all  interpretations,  and 
that  they  are  properly  published  to  cadets. 

3.  The  committee  shall  keep  a  complete 
record,  in  classified  form,  of  all  its  proceed- 
ings. 

4.  If  at  any  time  the  committee  feels  the 
need  of  counsel  that  only  men  of  mature 
years  can  give,  it  shall  call  into  conference 
some  m3mber  or  members  of  the  faculty. 

5.  The  members  of  the  committee  and  the 
substitutes  shall  hold  a  REGULAR  MEET- 
ING at  9  a.  m.  on  the  first  Sunday  of  each 
month  during  the  academic  year,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  practicable,  at  which  meeting 
the  honor  spirit  of  the  corps  shall  be  con«r 
sidered,  and,  if  possible,  ways  and  means  of 
making  it  finer  and  purer  devised. 

III.  Duties  of  Members  of  the  Corps. 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  cadet  who 
knows  of  any  violation  of  the  honor  code  of 
the  corps  to  report  the  same  to  the  corps 
honor  committee,  and  to  give  full  and  free 
testimony  before  the  committee  when  the  case 
is  under  investigation. 

2.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  every  cadet 
who  can  give  material  testimony  as  to  any 
case  under  investigation  to  report  this  fact 
to  the  committee,  and,  when  called,  to  ap- 
pear before  it  and  give  full  and  free  testi- 
mony. 

IV.  Rights  of  Cadets  Charged  With  Violating 
Honor  Code. 

1.  A  cadet  whose  integrity  is  under  in- 
vestigation by  the  honor  committee  shall  be 
entitled  to  counsel  from  the  corps  or  faculty. 

2.  Upon  the  completion  of  any  investiga- 
tion, the  accused  shall  be  notified  of  the 
finding  of  the  committee ;  and  if  the  finding 
be  "Guilty,"  the  accused  shall  be  further 
notified  that   (if  necessary)   all  the  facts  in 
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\the  case  will  be  reported  to  the  Superintend- 
ent at  office  hours  the  following  day. 

3.  A  cadet  found  guilty  of  violating  the 
honor  code  by  the  honor  committee,  shall 
have  the  right  to  appeal  from  its  decision  to 
the  Suparint2ndsnt,  w^ho  will  tcike  such  ac- 
tion as  his  judgment  may  dictate. 

V.  Pla2e   of   Meeting   for   Honor  Committee. 
1.    The  Honor  Committee  shall  be  provided 

with  a  private  office,  furnished  to  meet  its 
needs,  in  which  all  of  its  meetings 
shall  b2  h2ld.  Over  the  door  of  this  office  the 
following  shall  be  inscribed  in  gold  letters : 
OFFICE  OF  T:IE  CORPS  HONOR  COMMIT- 
TEE. 

VI.  General    Meeting    of    Corps    at  Opening 

of  Scss'on. 

1.  At  the  opening  of  the  new  session,  and 
before  nev>^  cadets  Lave  matriculated,  a  gen- 
eral meeting  of  the  corps  shall  be  explained 
to  the  members  of  the  corps,  more  especially 
to  the  n3w  ones,  by  the  members  of  the 
Honor  Committee  and  such  others  as  yixzly  be 
present  for  the  purpose. 

APPENDIX 

Resolutions 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Academic  Offcers 
be  requ'Gted  to  cpprove  this  system  and  to 
co-operate  with  cadets  now  c.t  The  Cii?jlel 
and  those  who  will  enter  in  the  years  to 
come  in   establishing   and   enforcing  it. 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Academic  Officers 
be  requested  to  report  to  the  Honor  Com- 
mittee any  violation  of  the.  honor  code  that 
may  come  to  their  attention  and  to  appear 
before  the  committee  and  give  testimony 
when  the  case  is  under  investigation,  and 
also  to  notify  the  committee  as  to  any  ma- 
terial testimony  that  they  could  give  in  a 
case  otherwise  reported  to  the  Committee, 
and  to  appear  before  it  when  called. 

3.  Resolved,  That  it  is  a  sense  of  the  corps 
of  cadets  that  a  member  of  the  faculty 
should  be  present  during  all  examinations 
and   class   room  tests   that  count  toward  a 
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cadet's  graduation,  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
proper  dignity  to  the  exercises  and  main- 
taining law  and  order,  and  resolved  fur- 
ther, that  such  member  of  the  faculty, 
although  not  present  for  espionage,  be  re- 
quested to  report  to  the  Honor  Committee 
any  violation  of  the  honor  code  that  he 
may  observe  during  the  examination  or 
test. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the 
faculty  be  requested  to  take  every  possible 
precaution  to  seat  cadets  taking  examinations 
and  tests  in  such  manner  as  to"  enable 
them  to  avoid  the  appearance  of  evil  with- 
out subjecting  themsevles  to  inconvenience 
and  phy:3ical  discomfort. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  authorities  of  The 
Citadel  be  requested  to  provide  an  ojffice, 
properly  furnished,  for  the  use  of  the  Honor 
Committee. 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  Superintendent  be 
r^quasted  to  make  the  announcement  of  the 
names  of  the  members  of  the  new  Honor 
Committee  a  feature  of  the  graduating  ex- 
ercises. 

HISTORY  OF  HONOR  SYSTEM. 
The  present  honor  system  was  adopted  by 
the  corps  of  cadets  in  1916.  Since  that  time 
c.n  honor  spirit  has  been  grafted  into  the 
cadets  that  is  hardly  equalled  and  certainly 
unsurpassed  in  any  other  body  of  humans. 
The  fsculty  has  coopsrated  with  the  stu- 
dents admirably  and  we  believe  that  our 
honor  code  and  rules  are  unexcelled  any- 
where. 

Before  the  present  system  was  adopted 
the  honor  system  applied  to  students  of  the 
uppsr  classes  only.  The  recruit  was  -  not 
placed  on  his  honor  at  all.  Since  recruits 
have  been  put  on  honor  there  is  practically 
no  cheating  or  dishonorable  conduct  in  the 
corps  of  cadets. 

We  are  justly  proud  of  the  honor  spirit 
of  the  cad2t3  and  we  hope  that  the  new 
men  will  already  have  grasped  the  funda- 
mantals  of  the  honor  system  when  they  ar- 
rive at  The  Citadel.

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Historical  Sketch 


Previous  to  the  year  1841,  the  State  of 
South  Carolina  had  two  depositories  for  its 
arms  and  munitions  of  war — one  known  as 
the  Citadel,  in  the  City  of  Charleston;  the 
other  known  as  the  Arsenal,  in  the  City  of 
Columbia.  These  were  guarded  by  companies 
of  enlisted  men,  and  trained  officers,  and 
were  maintained  at  an  expense  of  twenty- 
four  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

It  was  Governor  Richardson,  who  made 
the  suggestion  that  the  garrisons  be  re- 
placed by  young  men,  who,  while  serving  as 
guards,  should  receive  military  training,  and 
instruction  in  the  practical  and  mechanic 
arts.  Under  the  administration  of  his  suc- 
cessor. Governor  Hammond,  an  Act  of  the 
Legislature  was  passed,  on  December  20,  1842 
creating  Citadel  and  Arsenal  Academies. 

The  Board  appointed  by  the  Governor  to 
carry  out  the  purpose  of  the  Act  lost  no 
time  m  performing  their  duty,  and  the  fac- 
oo  Citadel  was  elected  on  February 

?       ''It''^'^?-  twentieth    of  March, 

both  the  Citadel  and  the  Arsenal  were  in 
operation. 

In  arranging  the  course  of  studies  for  the 
Citadel,  the  report  of  the  Board  of  General 
Assembly  says: 

"The  Board  have  aimed  at  a  system  of 
education  at  once  scientific  and  practical, 
and  which,  if  their  original  design  is  car- 
ried out,  will  eminently  qualify  the  Cadets 
there  taught  for  almost  any  station  ^nd 
condition  of  life. 

"During  the  course,  besides  the  usual 
branches  taught  at  the  primary  schools  in 
the  State  they  will  be  instructed  in  the  his- 
tory of  South  Carolina,  modern  history,  the 
i^rench  language,  every  department  of 
mathematics,  bookkeeping,  rhetoric,  moral 
philosophy,  architectural  and  topograhical 
drawing,  natural  philosophy,  chemistry,  geol- 
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ogy,  mineralogy,  botany,  civil  and  military 
ergineerirg,  the  constitutional  law  of  the 
Unit.'^d  States,  and  the  Law  of  Nations.  In 
addition  to  that  course,  they  will  be  in- 
structed in  the  duties  of  the  soldier,  the 
School  of  the  Company  and  of  the  Bat- 
talion, the  Science  of  War,  the  Evolution  of 
the  Line,  and  the  duties  of  commissioned 
officers." 

The  Arsenal,  at  first  co-equal  with  the 
Cit"dpl  was  soon  incorporated  with  it,  ana 
had  for  its  special  function  the  instruc- 
tion and  training  of  the  recruits  forming 
what  was  known  as  the  Fourth  Class. 

The  first  class,  numbering  six  men,  was 
graduated  in  1846.  C.  C.  Tew,  the  first 
honor  man  of  his  Class,  and  ^^^^^-^if'^^ll 
of  the  institution,  afterwards  founded  the 
Hillsboro  Military  Academy,  North  Carolina, 
was  Colonel  of  North  Carolina  troops  m 
the  Confederate  Army,  and  was  killed  at 
Sharpsburg,  September,  1862.  while  com- 
manding Anderson's  brigade. 

The  value  to  the  State  of  the  military 
training  given  at  the  Citadel  is  strikingly 
shown  by  the  fact  that,  of  the  two  hundred 
and  forty  graduates  before  the  close  of  the 
War  Between  the  States,  about  two  hun- 
dred were  officers  in  the  Confederate  serv- 
ice, and  forty-three  laid  down  ^their  lives 
upon  the  battlefield.  The  list  of  Citadel  offi- 
cers in  that  great  conflict  is  an  honor  rolJ 
of  which  any  institution  may  well  be  proud, 
There  are  two  dates  in  the  history  of  th( 
State  Military  Academies  which  mark  tht 
boundaries  of  this  greatest  military  strugglt 
of  the  century.  Between  January  9,  1861 
and  May  9,  1865,  what  a  tragic  hist6ry  was 
enacted  ! 

On  the  first  date,  Maj.  P.  F.  Stevens 
Superintendent,  and  a  graduate  of  the  Cita 
d^l,  in  command  of  a  detachment  of  Citade 
Cr.dets,  manning  a  battery  of  24-pounders 
on  Morris  Island,  drove  off  the  steamer  "Sta: 
of  the  West,"  which  was  attempting  to  re 
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greater  one,  is  on  the  way  to  be  the  sort 
lieve  Fort  Sumter — thus  firing  the  first  hos- 
tile shot  of  the  War. 

On  the  latter  date,  Capt.  J.  P.  Thomas, 
Superintendent  of  the  Arsenal  and  also  a 
graduate  of  the  Citadel,  with  the  Cadets  of 
his  command,  had  a  skirmish  with  Stone- 
man's  raiders,  near  Williamston,  S.  C,  thus 
firing  the  last  shot  of  the  War  delivered  by 
any  organized  body  of  troops  east  of  the 
Mississippi  River. 

At  the  present  time,  the  Corps  of  Cadets 
has  an  annual  drill  for  the  "Star  of  the 
West"  medal,  a  handsome  trophy  for  the 
best-drilled  Cadet  of  the  Corps,  presented  to 
the  institution  many  years  ago  by  Dr.  B.  H. 
Teague,  a  veteran  of  the  War.  This  medal 
gets  its  name  from  a  piece  of  oak  wood,  in 
the  form  of  a  star,  taken  from  the  historic 
vessel. 

At  the  fall  of  Charleston,  in  February, 
1865,  the  Citadel  was  occupied  by  Federal 
troops.  The  Corps  of  Cadets  was  at  that 
time  in  the  field  in  the  upper  part  of  the 
State,  and  never  returned  to  the  institution 
which  continued  in  the  hands  of  the  United 
States  military  authorities,  in  spite  of  the 
best  efforts  of  the  State  to  recover  it,  until 
1881. 

In  that  year.  Governor  Hagood  said,  in 
his  annual  message  to  the  General  Assembly: 

"The  State  Military  Academy  at  Charles- 
ton has  been  suspended  in  its  operations 
since  the  late  Civil  War.  This  has  been  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  building  known  as  the 
Citadel,  in  which  it  has  its  seat,  has  been 
since  the  close  of  the  war  in  the  possession 
of  the  United  States  authorities,  and  has 
been  used  by  them  until  recently  as  a 
military  post. 

"It  is  understood  that  the  General  Gov- 
ernment is  now  prepared  to  restore  it  to 
the  custody  of  the  State.  It  is  desirable  that 
this  property  be  recovered,  and  again  de- 
voted to  the  purpose  of  higher  education, 
in  the  facilities  for  which  our  needs  are 
greater  than  the  source  of  supply. 
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"A  measure  will  probably  be  submitted  to 
you  to  accomplish  this  purpose,  and  you  will 
permit  me  to  say  that,  in  my  judgment,  it 
is  now  practicable* -to  reopen  the  school,  and 
it  ought  to  be  done."  ' 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  reopening  of  the 
South  Carolina  Military  Academy;  was  passed 
by  the  General  Assembly,  and  approved 
January  31,   1882.  ' 

The  Citadel  was  reopened  .©n  (Jctober  •  1, 
,1882,  with  189  Cadets,  and  has  been  in  con- 
tinuous  and   successful   operation   ever  since. 

In  1888,  the  sum  of  $77,250  was  recovered 
'from  Congress  for  the  occupation  of  the 
Citadel,  building  by  the  Federal  troops,  and 
for  th^'ldestruciion  by  fire  of  the  West  Wing 
while  occupied  by  them.  With  this  fuTi\!^°''the 
Wing  was  restored,  and  the  building  'thor- 
oughly equipped  in  its  departments. 

In  1908,  the  Central  Police,  Station,  which 
was  erected  on  the  "King  "Street  end  of  the 
Citadel  property,  just  after  the  earthquake 
in  1886,  was  purchased  by  , the  State,  and 
fitted  up  for  the  use  of  the  college.  In  Feb- 
ruary, 1910,  an  appropriation  was"  made  by 
the  Legislature  for  the  addition  of  a  fourth 
story  to  the  main  building,  for  cadet  bar- 
racks. This  addition  was  constructed  during 
the  summer  of  1910,,  and  the  capacity  of  the 
institution  inc:^ease(i  '  to  three  hundred 
cadets.  ,    .  • ,  v 

In  .1911,  the  Legislature  made  an  appro- 
priation of  fifty  thousand  dollars  for,,,  the 
construction  of  the  Meeting  Street  ..Exten- 
sion, which  completed  the  design  a,nd .  fur- 
nished equipment  for  ,  all  ,, anticipated  n?.eds 
of  the  institution.  ; 

In  this  year,  '  ^Iso,  the  Legislature,  fixed 
the  title  of  the  institution  as  "The  Citadel, 
The  Military  College  of  South'  Carolina."

If  the  caidet  lacks  the  stuff  of  which  a 
good  Citadel  man  is  made,  he  can  never  be 
a  good  alumnus.  He  must  become  imbued 
with  the  Citadel's  traditions  while  he  is  a 
cadet,  and  he  must  carry  these  forth  with 
him.  It  may  be  that  a  man  does  not  realize 
for  several  years  that  this  spirit  has  seized 
him  ;  but  it  has  not  escaped.  If  he  absorbed 
the  Citadel  spirit  while  a  cadet,  he  will  for- 
ever be  a  staunch  Citadel  man ;  and  it  is  a 
fact  that  other  institutions  appraise  the 
Citadel  very  high.  So  the  cadet  who  knows 
that  the  Citadel  is  a  great  military  college, 
and  who   knows   that   it   is   going  to  be  a 
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of  alumnus  who  will  in  good  season,  con- 
tribute to  the  upbuilding  of  the  institution. 
The  Citadel  will  always  be  just  what  its 
corps  of  cadets,  its  officers,  and  its  alumni 
make  it.  If  they  cooperate  where  their  lines 
of  effort  are  in  contact,  they  will  be  carry- 
ing forward  the  institution. 

The  Citadel's  record  is  already  made. 
Glorious  are  its  heritages.  With  the  birth 
of  the  Greater  Citadel,  it  is  incumbent  upon 
all  concerned  to  get  together,  and  to  keep 
together,  remembering  always  that  only 
through  their  oneness  of  ideal  and  of  pur- 
pose will  our  institution  achieve  in  the  days 
to  come  as  illustriously  as  it  has  in  the 
past.  It  is  time  for  the  making  of  entirely 
new  records,  without  losing  memory  of  the 
old.  These  latter  are  to  serve  as  the  in- 
spiration. To  South  Carolina,  the  Citadel  has 
long  established  its  right  to  generous  sup- 
port. It  has  answered  every  call  of  duty. 
The  record  of  those  gallant  graduates  and 
former  cadets  who  have  served  as  officers 
with  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces 
does  not  need  to  be  recited.  The  worth  of 
the  Citadel  to  the  State  cannot  be  measured, 
but  it  is  a  source  of  the  highest  encourage- 
ment to  realize  that  the  people  of  South 
Carolina  have  come  to  know  the  Citadel  as 
it  is,  and  that  they  are  prepared  to  give  it 
that  support  which  it  must  have  in  order  to 
continue  performance  of  its  mission — to 
produce  citizens  of  character  and  of  abso- 
lute loyalty.

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Association  of  Graduates 


The  present  officers  of  the  Association  of 
Graduates  of  The  Citadel  are:  Mr.  O.  G. 
Dwight,  Charleston,  S.  C,  President ;  and 
Mr.  S.  Reid,  Charleston,  S.  C,  Secretary. 

Active  members  pay  dues  of  two  dollars  a 
year.  Life  memberships,  granting  full  privi- 
leges and  exempting  all  dues,  are  declared 
on  the  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  in  one 
sum.  This  latter  feature  is  expected  by  the 
officers  to  become  very  popular  with  alumni. 
It  is  equivalent  to  paying  dues  for  about 
eighteen  years. 

As  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  two 
things  of  importance  were  done  by  the  Asso- 
ciation during  the  year  just  past.  In  order 
to  have  all  the  members  of  the  Graduating 
Class  present  at  one  meeting  before  they 
scattered,  the  Association  decided  to  hold 
the  Annual  Banquet  on  the  night  before 
Commencement,  and  to  invite  the  Graduat- 
ing Class  to  be  present.  It  was  also  decided 
that  the  members  of  the  Class  will  be  mem- 
bers of  the  Association  for  one  year  with- 
out payment  of  any  dues ;  thereafter,  they 
will  pay  dues  as  do  other  membars.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  these  innovations  will  go  far 
toward  increasing  interest  in  the  Associa- 
tion. 

All  graduates  and  cadets  who  have  been 
honorably  discharged  or  who  have  been  per- 
mitted to  retire  are  eligible  to  membership 
in  the  Association  of  Graduates.  Membership 
in  the  Association  is  a  duty  every  alvimni 
owes  to  his  alma  mater.  All  Citadel  men 
know  that  The  Citadel,  in  its  class,  is  not 
surpassed  by  any  military,  college  in  the 
United  States.  With  a  strong  alumni  Asso- 
ciation, The  Citadel  can  be  helpea  to  even 
a  loftier  position.  Officers  of  the  Associa- 
tion are  striving  to  triple  the  membership 
before  the  next  annual  meeting,  and  they 
assert  that  their  prospects  are  very  good. 
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The  Literary  Societies 


For  those  men  who  are  not  fortunate 
enough  to  represent  their  school  on  the  ath- 
letic field,  the  literary  societies  offer  an  ex- 
callent  opportunity.  Each  yaar  a  representa- 
tive is  sent  to  the  State  Oratorical  meet 
held  in  Greenwood,  S.  O.,  and  composed  of 
representatives  from  all  the  male  colleges 
of  the  state.  The  Prasidant  of  this  Society 
last  year  was  a  member  of  the  Citadel  Poly- 
technic Literary  Society.  Besldss  the  ora- 
torical contests,  there  is  held  annually  a 
triangular  debate  between  Clamson,  Caro- 
lina and  The  Citadel.  The  representatives 
for  these  events  are  selected  from  the  best 
material  of  both  societies  and  all  classes  are 
eligible  for  a  place  on  these  taams.  The  cup 
for  these  debates  is  now  ]  eld  by  The  Cita- 
del. Last  year  the  interest  in  this  debate 
was  very  great  and  the  competition  very 
keen. 

Membership  in  the  societies  is  not  compul- 
sory, but  all  men  are  urged  to  join  one  of 
these  societies  as  soon  as  he  enters  the 
college.  There  are  two  literary  societies : 
The  Calliopean,  organized  in  1845,  and  the 
Polytechnic  in  1847.  Both  societies  are  con- 
trolled by  the  Cadets  who  will  welcome  you 
to  their  meetings  each  Wednesday  night. 
There  are  no  fees.  The  societies  are  planning 
to  engage  in  inter-society  competition  this 
year,  as  well  as  with  debates  with  the  Col- 
lege of  Charleston.  It  is  believed  that  with 
the  cooperation  of  those  interested,  they  will 
be  able  to  regain  the  importance  in  college 
activities  that  they  held  prior  to  the  recent 
war. 
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Publications 


The  "Palmetto"  is  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Hand- 
book published  annually  at  the  commence- 
mant  of  the  academic  year,  and  presented  to 
all  studsnts  free  of  charge.  This  gives  a  brief 
glimpse  into  the  lives  and  activities  of  the 
college  at  the  same  time  serving  the  useful 
purpose  of  a  note  book  designed  for  the  use 
of  the  Cadets. 

The  "Bulletin,"  a  quarterly  publication 
issued  by  the  Association  of  Graduates,  ketps 
the  graduates  and  ex-cadets  informed  of  the 
principal  transactions  at  the  college,  be- 
sides containing  many  notes  of  interest 
?,bout  the  Alumni. 

The  "Sphinx/'  published  by  the  Corps  of 
Cadets  annually,  contains  a  complete  account 
of  all  activities  of  the  college.  The  Sphinx 
of  recent  years  has  come  to  be  one  of  the 
best  college  annuals  in  the  south,  and  is  a 
publication  of  which  the  whole  Corps  is 
proud. 

The  gro'.T:rg  need  especially  at  this  time 
when  the  college  is  entering  a  period  of 
greater  cctivitfes  at  the  Greater  Citzdsl  for 
a  Citadel  paper,  to  be  publish  Ed  jointly  by 
the  Citadel  authorities,  the  Students,  and 
Alumni,  has  m^t  with  increassd  recognition 
and  every  effort  is  to  be  made  to  have  a 
bi-weekly  paper  durlr.g  the  coming  year.

In  addition  to  4he  "Star  of  The  West 
Medal"  which  is  mentioned  elsewhere,  sev- 
eral others  are  awarded,  Th?  "Wilson  Ring," 
donated  annually  by  Mr.  Jno.  O.  Wilson, 
President  of.  Lander  College,  is  awarded  to 
a  member  of  the  Senior  class  who  is  voted 
by  his  classmates,  "THE  PUREST,  THE 
MOST  COURTEOUS,  AND  THE  MOST 
MANLY"  cadet  in  his  class.  Last  year  this 
was  awarded  to  Cadet  V.  A.  Crawford.  The 
Scholarship  Medal  is  awarded  annually  to 
the  member  of  the  Senior  class  having  made 
the  highest  average  in  his  scholastic  work 
for  the  entire  four  years.  Cadet  E.  B.  Smith 
won  this  medal  last  year.  The  "W.  C. 
White"  medal,  awarded  annually  to  the  best 
drilled  company  in  the  battalion  was  award- 
ed to  company  "A"  of  which  Cadet  E.  B. 
Smith  was  captain.  This  medal  is  awarded 
by  Mr.  W.  C.  White,  class  of  1902.  Cadet 
Smith  was  also  awarded  the  "James  Hill

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Military 


There  is  little  need  to  say  anything  in  this 
handbook  about  Military  Work  at  The  Cita- 
del. The  old  boys  know  almost,  if  not  fully, 
as  much  about  it  as  the  writer ;  and  the 
new  student  will  learn  all  that  he  cares  to 
know  about  it  very  soon  after  his  arrival. 
However,  there  are,  perhaps,  a  few  facts  of* 
interest  which  the  new  student  may  especial- 
ly appreciate. 

First,  and  foremost,  let  it  be  said  that. 
The  Citadel  IS,  and  HAS  BEEN  EVER 
SINCE  THE  PRESENT  METHOD  OF  RAT- 
ING THE  COLLEGES  CAME  INTO 
VOGUE,  RANKED  AS  A  "DISTINGUISH- 
ED" MILITARY  COLLEGE,  WHICH  IS 
THE  HIGHEST  POSSIBLE  RATING.  And, 
keeping  this  fact  ever  before  us,  let  us  re- 
member that  it  is  "UP  TO"  each  and  every 
one  of  us  to  continue  to  deliver  in  the  Mili- 
tary line  that  class  of  work  which  has  made 
The  Citadel  famous. 

The  work  done  at  the  Citadel  far  sur- 
passes, both  in  quantity  and  quality,  the 
government  requirements  for  the  Senior  R. 
O.  T.  C.  The  course  of  instruction  here  is 
supplemented  by  courses  given  in  the  sum- 
mer R.  O.  T.  C.  Camps.  Our  school  has 
been  represented  at  Camp  Lee,  Va.,  1919, 
Camp  Jackson,  S.  C,  1920,  Fort  Monroe, 
Va.,   1920-21,   and  Camp  Knox,  Ky.,  1921. 

The  Citadil  was  fortunate  in  being  desig- 
nated as  one  of  the  schools  of  instruction 
in  coast  artillery  work.  Much  valuable 
equipment  h?,s  been  recently  received  from 
the  War  Department  and  this  course  should 
soon  prove  to  be  a  most  interesting  as  well

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Rifle  Team

On  May  18,  ,1920,  the  pitadsl  Rifle  team, 
compelled  for  the  Cup,  ,^iven  by  the  South- 
eastern Department  to  any  R.  O.  T.  C.

eastern Department,  m^aking  the  highest 
score.  The  Citadel  team  won  this  cup  by 
shooting"  a  total  score  of  1,800  out  of  a  pos- 
sible' 2,000.  C;.det  Hutchins  made  the  highest 
individual  score,;  on  ,  the.  team,  shooting  185 
out  of  a  possible  200.  .   -  r" 

The  annual  encampment  of  the  Corps  of 
Cadets  was  held  at  the  Mount  Pleasant  Rifle 
Range  from  April  4  to  16,  1921.  In  addition 
to"  rifle  practice  there  was  some  instructiiQn 
work  with  machine  guns,  automatic  rifles 
and  some  :  pistol  practice. 

242,  Cadets  fired  the  record,  course. 

25   did  not  fire. 
126   completed   the  course. 
87   qualified :    6   as   experts,   21    as  sharp- 
shooters,   and   60   as  marksmen. 

Cadet  Frost  made  the  highest  individual 
score,<;  making  a  score  of  299  out  of  a  pos- 
sible 350,  and. -will  accordingly  be  awarded 
the   marksman's   medal   for  the  year  1921.

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Athletics 


Athletics  at  the  Citadel  are  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  Citadel  Athletic  Association, 
a  Cadet  organization,  and  the  interests  of 
the  Association  are  in  the  hands  of  the  fol- 
lowing officers:  Capt.  Winship,  president 
and  treasurer ;  Lt.  DuFour,  vice  president, 
secretary  and  advertising  manager  to  be 
elected.  The  other  officers  are  elected  in  the 
Fall  and  Spring  and  include  the  Managers 
of  the  various  teams,  cheer  leader,  and 
cadet  representation  on  Athletic  Council. 
This  meeting  will  be  held  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble in  September.  All  cadets  must  pay  a  fee 
of  $10  upon  entering  school.  This  entitles 
them  to  full  privileges  and  admittance  to  all 
games  at  home.

There  is  something  about  Citadel  pep. 
Citadel  Athletics,  in  fact,  about  everything 
at  the  Citadel,  which  has  put  the  old  school 
where  it  is  today.

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Award  of  Letters 


The  privilege  of  wearing  the  official  let- 
ter of  the  Athletic  Association  is  awarded 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  coaches  as 
follows :  . 

The  Football  letter  is  awarded  to  not 
more  than  fifteen  men  (exclusive  of  the 
manager)  ;  provided,  however,  that  no  play- 
er shall  receive  a  letter  unless  he  has  played 
in  either  the  game  with  Clemson  College 
or  the  University  of  South  Carolina.  The 
Football  letter  is  a  plain  block  C,  nine 
inches  high  by  eight  inches  wide,  the  in- 
terior dimensions  being  six  inches  by  five 
inches. 

The  Baseball  letter  is  awarded  as  above, 
except  that  not  more  than  thirteen  players 
(exclusive  of  the  manager's)  may  be  award- 
ed in  any  season.  The  Baseball  letter  is  a 
plain  block  C,  six  inches  high  by  eight 
inches  wide,  the  interior  dimensions  being 
three  inches  by  five  inches.  ^ 

The  Basketball  letter  is  awarded  as  above 
except  that  not  more  than  seven  letters  (ex- 
clusive of  the  manager's)  may  be  awarded 
in  any  season.  The  Basketball  letter  is  a 
plain  block  C,  eight  inches  high  by  six 
inches  wide,  the  interior  dimensions  being 
five   inches  by  three  inches. 

The  Track  letter  is  awarded  as  above 
to  any  cadet  who  represents  the  Citad?l  in 
the  majority  of  the  meets  participated  in 
during  the  season.  The  Track  letter  is  a 
plain  block  C,  four  inches  high  by  six  inches 
wide,  the  interior  dimensions  being  two 
inches  by  four  inches. 

The  Relay  letter  is  awarded  to  any  cadet 
who  competes  in  the  annual  Charleston- 
Summerville  Relay  Race  for  three  years. 
The  Relay  letter  is  the  same  as  t^e  Track 
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letter  with  the  addition  of  a  eight  and  a 
half-inch  arrow  running  diagonally  through 
the  C. 

The  Swimming  letter  is  awarded  to  any 
cad3t  who  represents  the  Citadel  in  the  ma- 
jority of  meets  participated  in  during  the 
season.  The  Swimming  letter  is  a  plain  block 
C,  six  inches  high  by  four  inches  wide,  the 
interior  dimensions  being  three  and  a  half 
inches  by  one  and  a  half  inches. 

The  Tennis  letter  is  awarded  to  any  cadet 
who  represents  the  Citadel  in  the  majority 
of  meets  participated  in  during  the  season. 
The  Tennis  letter  is  a  plain  block  C,  six 
inches  high  by  four  inches  wide,  the  interior 
dimensions  being  four  inches  by  two  inches. 

Managers  of  the  Track,  Relay,  Swimming 
and  Tennis  teams  receive  letters,  as  with 
the  other  sports  above.

A  glance  at  the  football  prospects  for 
the  season  of  1921  makes  us  realize  that 
the  Blue  and  White  faces  a  real  task  if 
the  approaching  season  is  to  be  hailed  a 
success.  The  fact  that  we  lost  eight  letter 
men,  Heinsohn,  Scovil,  Whitaker,  Watson, 
Wulbern,  M.,  Jarvis,  Brunson,  J.,  and  Mar- 
shall, will  give  an  idea  of  the  problem 
which  must  be  solved  if  a  winning  team  is 
to  be  put  out.  Nevertheless,  we  expect  that 
very  thing,  that  the  "Bull  Dogs"  of  1921 
will  be  a  winning  combination. 

In  addition  to  the  men  who  are  left  it 
is  reported  that  a  number  of  high  school 
players  who  have  "made  good"  have  applied 
for  entrance  to  The  Citadel,  and  when  Coach 
Harry  J.  O'Brien  arrives  this  fall,  he  will 
lind  a  husky  group  eagerly  awaiting  him.

lars" were  injured  so  badly  that  it  handi- 
capped the  team  for  the  remainder  of  the 
season. 

A   noteworthy   comment  on   the   V.   M.  I. 

game  came  from  the  "Flying  Cadets"  to  the 
effect  that  The  Citadel  "Bull  Dogs"  were 
the  "scrappiest"  team  they  had  played  that 
season. 

-  In  the  annual  Thanksgiving  game,  the 
Carolina  Game  Cocks,  conquerors  of  the 
Clemson  Tigers,  were  glad  to  secure  a  7  to 
6  victory  over  the  Bull  Dogs.  Only  the  few 
inches  by  which  goal  was  missed  saved  Caro- 
lina, rated  to  win  by  18  to  30  points,  the 
humiliation  of  a  tie.

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Baseball 


South  Carolina  college  baseball  was  this 
year  as  fast  as  any  one  could  wish  it  to  be.
